O ‘This is the story of my progression into becoming a 
serial killer,’ wrote filmmaker O Victim’s remains 
dumped in sewer near home of accused’s parents: Police 

Filmmaker Mark Twitchell lured, killed 
and dismembered a stranger just like in 
one of his movies, then described it in 
graphic detail in what he termed the di- 
aiy of a serial killer, a Crown lawyer al¬ 
leged yesterday. 

“Mark Twitchell’s plan was quite 
simply and shockingly to gain the 
experience of killing another human 
being,” prosecutor Lawrence Van Dyke 
told jurors in his opening address before 
a packed gallery in Court of Queen’s 
Bench. 

The challenge, said Van Dyke, will be 
to sort fact from fiction in the case of a 
man who played in the fantasy world of 
film, killed in the real world and then 
wrote a story that the Crown alleges was 
tantamount to a confession. 

Earlier yesterday, Twitchell, 31, plead¬ 
ed not guilty to first-degree murder but 
offered to admit to interfering with a 
dead body. The Crown refused to 
accept the plea bargain and the trial 
continued.

A longtime senior aide 
to Prime Minister 
Stephen Harper is now 
being investigated by 
the Mounties and feder¬ 
al ethics watchdogs, the 
latest in a string of con¬ 
troversies that could be 
the last nail in the cof¬ 
fin of the shaky minori¬ 
ty Parliament. 

The allegations 
involve former policy 
adviser Bruce Carson, 
who worked directly 
alongside Harper from 
his time in opposition 


until he was appointed 
to a plum post heading 
a federally funded 
think-tank less than 
two years ago. 

Harper’s office called 
in the RCMP yesterday 
after learning of allega¬ 
tions connected to a 
news investigation by 
the Aboriginal Peoples 
Television Network. 

The network report¬ 
ed on its website that it 
had learned Carson was 
allegedly lobbying Indi¬ 
an and Northern Affairs 
Canada and the minis¬ 
ter’s office on behalf of 
an Ottawa-based water 
company.

O New study shows how many 
swipes are needed to rid plastic 
objects, like cellphones, of bacteria 


Researchers from the Uni¬ 
versity of Alberta’s Faculty 
of Medicine and Dentistiy 
have discovered that physi¬ 
cal removal is the key to re¬ 
ducing surface bacteria on 
plastic. 

“What we found was af¬ 
ter one swipe the disinfect¬ 
ing wipes were veiy 
effective,” said Dr. Sarah 
Forgie, associate professor 
in pediatrics. 

“But after three or more 
swipes there was no differ¬ 
ence if you used a tissue 
that was moistened with 


salt water, or if you used 
one of the disinfecting 
wipes.” 

The study, published on¬ 
line in PubMed, found that 
swiping the contaminated 
surface three times de¬ 
creased the bacteria present 
by an average of 88 per 
cent, compared to only 
swiping the surface once. 

Forgie said the next step 
involves testing how well 
wipes moistened with wa¬ 
ter remove bacteria, as well 
as testing “real-life objects.”

Soldiers and riot police in 
Bahrain overran a protest¬ 
ers’ camp, imposed a 12- 
hour curfew and choked 
off movement nationwide 
yesterday. 

Witnesses described 
helicopters firing on 
homes in a hunt for Shiites 
and attacking doctors 
treating the wounded. 

The government called 
demonstrators “outlaws” 
for demanding an end to 
the monarchy. 

The nation that once led 
the Middle East in entre¬ 
preneurial openness went 
into lockdown, its govern¬ 
ment propped up by 
troops from Sunni Gulf 
neighbours fearful for 
their own rule and the 
spread of Iran’ Shiite influ¬ 


ence. The violence left at 
least five people dead. 

The unrest that began 
last month increasingly 
looks like a sectarian 
showdown. The country’s 
Sunni leaders are desper¬ 
ate to hold power, and ma¬ 
jority Shiites want more 
rights and an end to the 
monarchy. 

U.S. President Barack 
Obama called King Abdul¬ 
lah of Saudi Arabia and 
King Hamad bin Isa A1 
Khalifa of Bahrain to ex¬ 


press deep concern over 
the violence. 

White House spokesper¬ 
son Jay Carney said Obama 
stressed the need for 
“maximum restraint.” 

U.S. Secretary of State 
Hillary Rodham Clinton 
said the introduction of 
Gulf forces was “the wrong 
track.” 

Doctors at the country’s 
main hospital said their fa¬ 
cility was taken over by se¬ 
curity forces, blocking 
physicians from either 


leaving or treating the 
wounded on site. 

There have been mo¬ 
ments of open anger. As 
overwhelmed teams treat¬ 
ed the injured, many 
broke out in calls to topple 
the monarchy. 

“We are under siege,” 
said Nihad el-Shirawi, an 
intensive care doctor who 
said she had been working 
for 48 hours. “We cannot 
leave, and those on-call 
cannot come in.” 

Britain will send charter 
planes to help its citizens 
leave Bahrain as soon as 
possible, officials said. 
Britons were told to re¬ 
main at home last night 
and make their way to the 
airport today.

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Apple kid-proofs apps 

O Parents dinged hundreds of dollars for wagonloads of Smurfberries 


Apple Inc. has changed how 
purchases inside iPhone 
and iPad games are author¬ 
ized after customers com¬ 
plained that their children 
were racking up hundreds 
of dollars in charges. 

The issue was that after a 
user entered his or her 


iTunes password on a de¬ 
vice, the device didn’t 
prompt for the password 
again for 15 minutes. Any 
purchases went through 
without a new password 
prompt. This meant that 
parents who handed over 
their iPhones or iPads to 


their children were some¬ 
times shocked by large bills 
for Smurfberries and other 
virtual bling. 

After complaints from 
parents, the U.S. Federal 
Trade Commission looked 
into the issue. With the iOS 
4.3 software update, Apple 


devices have one 15-minute 
password-free timer for the 
App Store and iTunes, and 
a separate one for in-app 
purchases. 

The parents who com¬ 
plained got reftmds for the 
inadvertent purchases.

The Canadian economy 
will overcome any ef¬ 
fects from the crisis in 
Japan and expand faster 
than was expected a few 
months ago, TD Bank 
predicts. 

The bank’s new fore¬ 
cast has the economy 
growing strongly in the 
first half of this year and 
slowing in the latter half 
For the year, TD expects 
the economy will expand 
by three per cent, half a 
point more than its pre¬ 
vious estimate and 0.6 
percentage points higher 


than the Bank of Cana¬ 
da’s projection. The 
growth will be most 
prominent in Newfound¬ 
land and the Prairies, but 
even Ontario’s manufac¬ 
turing-based economy 
will rise by 2.9 per cent, 
TD says. 

Statistics Canada said

computer in the U.S. for 
$599. The Xoom is a 
prominent competitor to 
Apple Inc.’s iPad, but 
manufacturers trying to 
take on the iPad have had 
a hard time matching its 
price. 

The Wi-Fi-only iPad 2 
with 32 gigabytes of flash 
memory, the same 
amount as the Xoom, also 
costs $599 US.

Ne-yo blames album 
slump on being distracted 


Ne-Yo’s first three albums 
were Grammy Award-nomi¬ 
nated, platinum successes. 
His latest effort, libra Scale, 
could still be up for a Gram¬ 
my next year, but it’s miles 
away from reaching plat¬ 
inum status. 

Since its November re¬ 
lease, the disc has sold only 
277,000 copies, according 
to Nielsen SoundScan, 
which tracks music sales. 
The GD’s singles — Beauti¬ 
ful Monster, Ghampagne 
Life and One In a Million — 
failed to crack the Top 40. 

Ne-Yo says when record¬ 
ing Libra Scale, he focused 
more on the music videos 
instead of dedicating time 
to the songs. 

“It’s just that I didn't get 


to pay as much attention to 
the music as I normally 
would because I was so fo¬ 
cused on the story line that 
the album is based off of,” 
said Ne-Yo, who co-directed 
the video clips with Wa 5 me 
Isham. “There was so much 
energy put into that, that 
when it came time to put 
the music together, you 
know, for one there wasn't 
as much time and for two 
there wasn't as much ener¬ 
gy-” 

The 31-year-old hit song¬ 
writer says he's already be¬ 
gun work on a new album, 
to be released in Septem¬ 
ber. 

“I'm stepping back to 
where it's just about the 
music,” he said. “I'm going 


to let it be just about that, 
and you determine your 
own story from there.” 

Ne-Yo appears in the 
alien invasion sci-fi film 
Battle: Los Angeles, which 
hit No. 1 at the box office 
over weekend with a $35.6 
million debut. He filmed 
the movie over the sum¬ 
mer, when he also was 
working on Libra Scale. 

“You know I was kind of 
back and forth with (both 
projects),” he said. “It's al¬ 
most impossible to take the 
amount of focus to shoot a 
film like this and the 
amount of focus it takes to 
put an album together and 
do them at the same time. 
... I won't say that was why 
the Libra Scale album 


didn’t do as well as I ex¬ 
pected it to, but I will say it 
had a lot to do with me not 
being able to pay as much 
attention to the process of 
putting together the Libra 
Scale album.” 

Ne-Yo said he was main¬ 
ly attracted to the role in 
Battle: LA, about a Marine 
platoon fighting aliens in¬ 
tent on colonizing Earth, 
because it didn't require 
him to use his musical tal¬ 
ents. But that didn't come 
without challenges. 

“The cool thing about a 
lot of the actors is that 
everybody kind of wanted 
to do their own stunts,” 
said Ne-Yo, who plays Gpl. 
Kevin Harris in the movie.

A Calgaiy woman who says 
she hates going out on the 
town with a purse has de¬ 
signed her own line of fash¬ 
ionable boots with interior 
pockets that can hold a cell, 
credit cards and keys.

Did you buy 
a newly- 
constructed 
home about 
a year ago 
and are just 
now notic¬ 
ing ugly “nail pops”? 

They probably weren’t 
there when you moved in. 
And they are not (usually) 
a symptom of shoddy con¬ 
struction. 

It’s just that all newly- 


built houses go through a 
settling process. That’s 
when these things appear. 

What to do? 

You can call your 
builder, sure. They may 
come and repair those 
suckers for you. But they 
don’t legally have to. Be¬ 
cause under Ontario’s New 
Home Warranty Program, 
ordinaiy nail pops are not 
covered. So do you have to 
hire an expensive diywall 
guy to fix them? 

No, you can fix them 
yourselves. Here’s how. 

First, locate all your nail 
pops by shining a lamp at 
an angle to the wall. Start 


by screwing in a new diy- 
wall screw adjacent to the 
popped one. 

Make sure you screw it 
in until it bends — but 
does not break — the sur¬ 


face of the wall. 

Then use a nail set or a 
heavy-duty nail to hammer 
the offending screw back 
below the surface.

Sand it with fine-grit 
sandpaper and repeat. On 
the final sanding, tiy to get 
eveiything as smooth as 
possible. 

Now you’re ready to 
paint. With luck, you 
asked the builder for the 
exact colour code of the 
paint. Or if you were really 
smart, you asked the 
builder, when you moved 
in, to leave you with a lit¬ 
tle bit of that exact paint. 

If that didn’t happen (it 
probably didn’t) at least 
know the paint chip code. 

You may not get a per¬ 


fect match unless you re¬ 
paint the whole wall, but it 
will still look better than 
that unsightly nail pop.

Dming the series, 
which is filmed in locations 
throughout B.C.’s Lower 
Mainland, Hansen said she 
is troubleshooting on the 
spot and gets no advance 
notice of issues in a given 
home. She said homeown¬ 
ers are surprised by the lit¬ 
tle things she notices, such 
as a tiny water spot sig¬ 
nalling a roof in need of re¬ 


pair. 

The debut episode fea¬ 
tures what can be described 
as a classic case of the

time — creating a gor¬ 
geous, state-of-the-art 
kitchen. But as Hansen 
tours the home, her inspec¬ 
tion spots areas that are far 
from pretty, from mould in 
the bathroom to a dilapidat¬ 
ed deck. 

“Of course eveiyone 
wants the sexy things fixed 
and looking great — ‘Yeah, 
look at my kitchen.’ But 
what about the structural 
integrity of your home?” 
she said. 

“What about your 
cracked foundation? What 
about the fact that your 
deck that had a tiny scratch 
in it that you’ve let go for so 
many years has now rotted 
out a main structural beam 
in your house?”

Spring is the time of year 
when homes often get a 
thorough cleaning. Using 
the right tools, techniques 
and products for different 
surfaces and types of dirt, 
from windows to counters 
to floors, is key to doing 
the job easily and effective¬ 
ly, said Debra Johnson, 
training manager for the 
Meriy Maids houseclean¬ 
ing company in Memphis, 
Tenn. 

“It makes the job easier 
if you have the right prod¬ 
ucts,” she said. 

Begin with the rooms or 
areas that seem the dirti¬ 
est, suggested Carolyn 
Forte, director of the Home 
Appliances and Cleaning 
Lab at the Good House¬ 
keeping Research Institute. 

Johnson and Forte of¬ 
fered the following advice 
for effective spring clean¬ 
ing. 

Windows 

Use an ammonia-based 
cleaner and microfibre 
cloth. Forte said. Make 
sure to use plenty of clean¬ 
er to remove the dirt. 
Change the water and

cloth as necessaiy. Avoid 
washing windows on sun¬ 
ny days because the clean¬ 
er will diy too quickly and 
leave streaks. 

Window blinds 

Close plastic blinds and 
wipe with a damp cloth, 
Johnson said. Reverse the 
slats and clean the other 
side of the blinds with a 
clean, damp cloth. Use a 
tool designed for blind 
cleaning to clean between 
the slats. For cloth blinds, 
use a vacuum attachment. 

Wood floors 

Wash floors with a cleaner 
designed for wood sur¬ 
faces, Forte said. Choose 
the cleaner that’s appropri¬ 
ate for the finish on the 
floor, either wax or 
poljmrethane. She favours 
using a microfibre cloth 


on a mop with a swivel 
head. 

Laminate floors 

Since laminate is a very 
durable surface, it can be 
cleaned with a variety of 
cleaning products, hot wa¬ 
ter and a mop or microfi¬ 
bre cloth, Johnson said. 

Rugs 

Send area rugs that cannot 
go in a washing machine 
to a professional cleaner to 
avoid discolouring or dam¬ 


aging them, recommended 
Johnson. Set smaller rugs 
outside for a good airing, 
she added. When vacuum¬ 
ing a rug located in a door¬ 
way or other high-traffic 
area, turn the rug over and 
run the sweeper on the un¬ 
derside of the rug. Forte 
said. 

Dust 

Work from the top down 
to avoid dirt5dng areas that 
were just cleaned, Johnson 
said. 


Use a vacuum attach¬ 
ment to remove cobwebs 
and dust in corners. The 
vacuum also is a good way 
to remove dust from lamp¬ 
shades and upholstered 
surfaces. 

Wipe furniture with a 
damp cloth because dust 
can scratch wood surfaces. 
Forte said. She suggests 
sprajdng a microfibre cloth 
with furniture polish. 


Clean sheen 


► Clean dry to wet. Always 
sweep a floor before mop¬ 
ping. Wetting dirt will 
make it harder to remove. 

► More is not always better. 
Follow the labels on clean¬ 
ing products to avoid 
using too much. Residue 
from cleaning products 
can attract more dirt. 

► When trying to remove a 
spot or clean a dirty area, 
start wiping or scrubbing 
gently. Too much pressure 
can damage the surface 
under the dirt. 

► Get extra life out of a clean 
cloth by folding it in quar- 


Tile 

Spray a foaming bathroom 
cleaner on tiled surfaces 
and leave it on for a few 
minutes. Remove the 
cleaner with a clean rag or 
sponge. If the grout has 
mildew, use a product de¬ 
signed to remove it. It may 
take several applications 
and a lot of scrubbing with 
a grout brush.

Corned Beef & Potato Pancakes 


When the people of 
Dublin, Ireland elected 
their first Jewish mayor, 
Robert Briscoe in 1956 , 
baseball legend Yogi 
Berra allegedly ex¬ 
claimed, “Only in Ameri¬ 
ca!” 

This St. Patrick’s Day 
recipe for corned beef 
and potato pancakes with 
pickled cabbage creme 
fraiche was created in 
that same spirit. 

Potato latkes, tradi¬ 
tionally served at 
Hanukkah, are the inspi¬ 
ration for these crispy po¬ 
tato and onion patties. 

But in this version, 
flavourful shreds of 
corned beef along with a 
pickled cabbage topping 
are added as a tribute to 
Ireland. 

Be sure to use pre¬ 
shredded hash brown po¬ 
tatoes, which can be 
found in either the pro¬ 
duce or daily section of 
most grocers. 

These are much drier 
than freshly grated pota¬ 
toes and will ensure 
crispy results that hold 
together well in the hy¬ 
ing pan. 

If you can’t find those, 
you can peel and shred 
your own russets. 

But before cooking 
them, roll the shreds up 
in a clean dish towel, 
then squeeze out as much 
moisture as possible. 


Preparation: 

I ln a medium bowl, stir 
together pickled or 
sweet and sour 
cabbage and creme 
fraiche. Transfer to 
serving bowl and set 
aside. 

2 In a small bowl, whisk 
together flour, salt, 
pepper and baking 
powder. Set aside. 

B ln a large bowl, 
combine potatoes, 
onion, corned beef, 
egg whites and 
reserved flour mix. Mix 
well to make a batter 
that is loose but holds 
together well, adding 
flour if necessary. 

4 In a skillet over medi¬ 
um-high, heat 1 cm [ji 
inch) of oil. 

5 Working in batches 
and using about 50 ml 
( 1/4 cup) of batter per 
pancake, drop into oil, 
leaving several 
centimetres between 
pancakes. Flatten 
slightly with the back 
of spatula. Fry, turning 
once, until browned, 2 
to 3 minutes per side. 
Remove to a paper- 
towel lined platter. 
Serve immediately 
with pickled cabbage 
creme fraiche.

Toronto Blue Jays right¬ 
hander Kyle Drabek has 
the stuff to pitch in the 
majors. It’s his demeanour 
that needs fine-tuning. 

“One of the main things 
I’m working on in spring 
training is tiying to stay 
calm on the mound and 
not show an 5 d:hing to the 
hitters,” Drabek said yes¬ 
terday after Toronto beat 
the Pittsburgh Pirates 5-3. 

“I’m real competitive. 
When I was younger, it 
showed on the mound. 
People were saying I need¬ 
ed to slow down a little 
bit. Even my dad told me 
that. It’s something that’s 
got to happen.” 



Drabek’s father, Doug 
Drabek, was the National 
League Cy Young winner 
in 1990 while pitching for 
the Pirates. 

“I talk to my dad a lot, 
especially after every 
game,” Drabek said. “He’ll 
either get (the game) info 
from my mom or see it on 
the computer, then call 
me and we’ll talk about 


what went on in the 
game.” 

The 23-year-old Drabek 
pitched five innings and 
gave up two runs on seven 
hits. He walked one and 
struck out two. 

Neil Walker hit a solo 
homer off Drabek in the 
first inning. Garrett Jones 
had a two-out, RBI single 
in the fourth. 

“My arm has felt great 
this spring,” Drabek said. 
“It’s a success so far. 

“Hopefully, it contin¬ 
ues.” 

Drabek, a former first- 
round draft pick, made his 
big league debut last sea¬ 
son.

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NHL GMs 
look at 
expanding 
video 
review 


After dedicating two days 
to making the game safer 
to play, the NHL’s general 
managers wrapped up 
their annual meetings in 
Florida by discussing how 
to get more calls right on 
the ice. 

The most interesting 
item to come from yester¬ 
day’s session was a 
request from hockey op¬ 
erations to start using 
video review to look at 
four-minute high-sticking 
calls. It garnered some 
support among the GMs 
and will be examined 
again when they meet 
during the Stanley Gup fi¬ 
nal in June. 

Double minors for 
high-sticking are assessed 
when a player is cut by an 
opponent’s stick — some¬ 
thing that isn’t always 
easily detected in real 
time. 

“We’ve had situations 
where on video review 
it’s the other player’s 
stick and it’s a hard call 
on the ice,” said Golin 
Gampbell, the NHL’s sen¬ 
ior vice-president and di¬ 
rector of hockey 
operations. 

“We said we can live 
with it for 82 games, but 
in the playoffs that’s a 
pretty big turnaround if 
you get the wrong call. 
The referees have 
supported us on that, 
they would like some 
help on that. 

“That’s our plea in 
hockey operations.” 

It appears the biggest 
issue to be worked out is 
whether a video review 
would be triggered by ref¬ 
erees, a coach’s challenge 
or automatically with 
every double minor for 
high-sticking assessed.
